United Farmers’ 
Gathering 


(Communicated) 

A large gathering of farmers’ and 
their wives took place in the Fire 
Hall on Sat. Feb., 24th at 2 p.m. 

A tasty lunch was provided by 
the ladies and greatly appreciated 
by the visitors. After lunch the 
President called the meeting to or- 
der. The roll call was read and 
also the minutes of the last meeting 
were read and adopted. The Pres- 
ident, Mr Henry Sorensen then pro- 
ceeded to give the farmers’ some 
ideaof the progress that compul- 
sory hail insurance was making. 
In a quiet and lucid manner he 
described how he along with the 
other two of the hail insurance com- 
mittee descended on the Provincial 
Legislature and caused them to al- 
ter the whole of their proposed bill 
dealing with this subject and substi- 
tute one of the framing of the Unit- 
ed Farmers’ of Alberta. This goes 
to prove that if the farmers’ of this 
large province will only stick to- 
gether and go on increasing the 
strength of their organization, that 
in a very short time they will have 
the power of Government in their 
pwo bands. Mr Sorenson also gave 
a short explanation of Direct Legis- 
lation. Mr M. E. Sly was next 
called upon to give a report of the 
proceedinga at the Convention. He 
did so in his usual racy and bright 
manner, clearly illustrating all the 
important features of that famous 
convention. Mr Sorensen next 
dealt with the seed grain question. 
The U. F. A. have decided to take 
this matter in hand and endeavour 
to obtain seed grain for all who 
cannot procure the same, All far- 
mers’ who desire to benefit under 
this scheme. Mr Sorensen advised 
to write at once to E, J. Freme, 
Sec. of the U. F, A. Calgary, who 
would enter their names on his list, 


The President next called on Capt. 


Pease who rising, gave his ideas, in 
a very forcible manner, of the mis- 
statements made by land salesmen 
in the old country to settlers com- 
province. 
Pease was a settler at Cross- 
field Colony and he described the 
hard struggle he had to make good 
and in the end had to give up the 
struggle. The Captain at the con- 
clusion of his speach wished to be- 
come a inember of the union and he 
was at once proposed, seconded and 
accepted. He was also placed on 
the immigration committee. Mr 
Boisevain was next called upon the 
floor and he in his own forcible 
style gave a fully detailed and illus- 
trated explanation of the subject ot 
Direct Legislation. With good 
points, forcible manner and em- 
phatic elivery he drove home to 
his hearers the benefits of govern- 
ment by the people for the people. 
Mention must be made of the social 
part of the programme Miss A. 
Imlay and Miss Harrington both 
gave recitals in a very creditable 
manner and Mrs B, Wade gave an 
enjoyable song entitled ‘‘My Aun 
Folk”.

Strathmore Town Council 
and the Single Tax 


A special meeting of Strathmore 
Town Council was held in the Fire 
Hall on Tuesday evening to discuss 
the adoption of the single tax. _ It 
was expected that an expert from 
Calgary would have been present, 
but he was unable to put in an ap- 
pearance. An act at present pass- 
ing through the Provincial Parlia- 
ment provides for the introduction 
of the single tax throughout the 
province, with a gradual reduction 
of assessments on buildings, which 
wil! reduce it to nothing within 
four years, thus making it that 
taxation will be levied on the land 
o nly. 

After discussing the matter very 
fully#the Council arrived at a basis 
ot aSsessment which seemed to be 
equitable, and appointed an assess- 
ment committee.

The Council have sanctioned al- 
terations in the Fire Hall which will 
givethe new Constable a_ residence 
in the upper part now used tempor- 
arily as a schoolroom. The lower 
rooms willbe converted into court- 
room and cells for the reception of 
these who will be unfortunate 
enough to fall into the clutches of 
the local police force.

The Council dealt’ with the ar- 
rears of taxes still unpaid, and have 
handed the entire list to a_ solicitor 
for immediate collection,

esting archaeological discoveries. So 
far the researches have been limited 
to the areas of the atrium, or roofed 
court, with its prolongation, or tab- 
linium, and to the triclinium, or din- 
ing hall. 

In the court a rectangular central 
piscina with remains of an octagonal 
basin inside of it has been discovered, 
while on the walls smal! nitches and 
low marble pillars have been found, 
and these are evidently intended for 
small bronze statues and figures of 
birds and animals, which serve as 
ornaments to the fountain. All the 
marble facing of the piscina has disap- 
peared and only the bricks which sup- 
ported the marble slabs that covered 
the sides and bottom of the basin have 
been found. 

The finds in the triclinium consist 
of a great portion of the pavement in 
small slabs of precious marbles laid 


; over bricks placed upright so as to 
prevent dampness from damaging the 


marble, several large fragments of 
columns and broken pieces from the 
walls and ceiling. Evidently the build- 
ing collapsed owing to an earthquake 
followed by a fire which completed its 
destruction. Perhaps some of the 
sculptures were save from the ruin, 
but the building was left as it fell. 

In time earth accumulated over it 
and the grass grew. Pope Paul III. 
between 1534 and 1550 laid out the 
Farnese Gardens over the site where 
the house of Domitian stood. Two 
hundred years later the first oxcava- 
tions took place and the archaelogist 
Blanchini discovered the walls of the 
court and dining-room covered with 
rare marbles, which he removed, He 
carried away sixteen Corinthian col- 
umngs of Numidian marble of extraord- 
inary size and excellent workmanship, 
colossal statues in marble and bronze 
and other works of art, some of which 
are in the museums of Naples and 
Parma.

Paper Bricks and Barley Bullets 

While there is nothing like linen 
for paper-making, many other things 
will serve as substitutes For in- 
stance: Patents have been issued in 
various countries for the manufacture 
of paper from barley, oats, rice, Indian 
corn, peas, beans, alfalfa, ramie, pine- 
needles, sugar cane refuse, jute, moss, 
seaweed, tobacco, lichens, 
and bark of trees, beets, potatoes, and 
other equally strange things. In most 


cases the price of manufacture is ex-| 
cessive when we consider the quality | 


of the product. The great bulk of our 
paper—not the best, but that most 
commonly used—is made, as most peo- 
ple know, of the wood of certain con- 
iferous trees, chiefly spruce and lar.) 

Paper can be made from nearly any- 
thing, and nearly anything can be 
nade from paper 

With compressed paper are rade 
wheels, rails—cannon, hors» sors, 
polishes for gems, bicycles, and ash- 
phalted tubes for gas or electric wir- 
es. 

With wood-pulp and zine sulphate

to make artificial bricks for paving. 
After subjecting them to a pressure of 
2,000 tons per cubic centimetre, they 
are baked for forty-eight hour. In 


| similar fashion are made roofing-tiles 


and water-pipes. Telegraph poles 
made of rolled sheets of paper are 
hollow, lighter than wood, and resist 
weather well. 

In Japan they make, of paper, cloth- 


ing, window frames, lanterns, unbrel-_ 


las, handkerchiefs, artificial leather, 
etc In the United States, and even 
in Germany, ar> made paper coffins. 
In Germany they make paper barrels, 
vases and milk bottles. 

Straw hats may now be bought In- 
to which enters not an atom of straw. 
They are made of narrow paper strips, 
dyed yellow. Artificial sponges are 
made of cellulose or paper-pulp. Mr. 
Calviez has taken out a patent for 
paper thread to be used in sewing 
shoes, and Chardonnett’s artificial silk 
is made on a basis of paper-pulp. 

The use of paper in industry may 
be indefinitely extended. It !s em- 
ployed to make imitation porcelain, for 
bullets, shoes, billiard-table 
sails, boards for building, Imperme- 
able bags for cement and powdered 
substances, boats and vessels for wa- 
ter. There has even been made a pa- 
per stove, which 1s sald to have stood 
the fir. well. Cellulose may be used 
to prepare a waterproof coating that 
may be applied like paint.

Vedrines, the Frenchman, Will Aid 
Explorer to Reach His Goal 

Paris, France.—Jules Vedrines, the 
famous aviator, is preparing, in con- 
junction with Dr. Charcot, the cele- 
brated French explorer, an expedi- 
, tion to the South Pole. the last 1,250 
miles of which is to be covered by 
aeroplane. 

“It is compartively easy to get with- 
in 1,200 miles of the South Pole by 
boat,” said Vedrine.

Before I outline my system of farm- 
ing L will state in a few words, my 
idea as to what is necessary to pro- 
duce a good quality and to increase 
the yield of grain crops. There are 
three very important essentials. good 
seed, a good seed bed and uniformity. 

The Great Essentials 

It sounds simple, doesn't it? It 
looks simple in print, but how few 
farmers in this great west of ours ob- 
serve these great essentials in the 
farming operations? We have an ab- 
undantly rich soil and nature helps 
those who help themselves, 
do his part: nature will do the rest. 
Climatic conditions are surely against 
the man who farms in a haphazard 
manner. but are on the side of the 
man who observes these essentials | 
have named. 

The great secret is that no matter 
how many acres a man farms he must 
do th. work thoroughly, at the pro- 
per time. Therefore, if we cultivate 
50 to 5.000 acres we must be equipped 
with the power to do so. 
every farmer in this great west was 
to observe these great principles what 
an inereasel acreage of our 
crops would be assured us! 

Te three essentials necessary 
together: you cannot separate them. 
1 will take them separately, however, 
in this papev, and give my methods in 
ebtaining them. It is all so simple 
that the wonder is every farmer does 
not adopt them.

Therefore, it is very important 
that the variety be pure, To obtain 
best resutts one cannot expect to im-

A Good Seed Bed Requisite 

Having secured good seed in the 
process of cleaning the next step Is 
a good seel bed. There are many 
ways of obtaining this, but | am going 
to give only my method. 

Best fields are obtained on good 
breaking or summer fallow. I will 
take up breaking first. If | was going 
to break up new land I would plow 
from the last week in May to the end 
of June, but no later. Plow to the 
depth of four to five inches, and have 
the packer follow the plow. Later 
in the season when the sod had rotted 
well, double disc, with’ the dise set at 
a sharp angle so as to cut well with- 
out turning up the sod, and follow 
with a plank drag, or what is known 
as the King drag. My drag is made 
nine feet long, set 


overlapping one foot. The ends are 
mortised together at the ends by a 
2.6 plank, with a shoulder to bolt them 
in place. and inch boards are nailed 
on this for the driver to stand on. 
This drag is operated at a slight 
angle.

in the fail, but I would not sow in fall, 
| ont early in the spring. This is where 
;a number of farmers fall down an 
fall plowing and wonder why their 
|crops are light and weedy, as fall 
| plowing will ripen a crop quicker than 
spring plowing. After breaking for 
| fallow one can let it He for a week or 
‘two to allow weeds to stat, for they 
can be easily killed by the havvow 
before sowing. Fall plowing shou'd 
always be given a stroke of the har- 
{row as soon as the snow goes off, to 
prevent a crust forming and to con- 
serve moisture. 

To sum up. the secrets of growing 
a good quality of grain and higher 
yields are: a good seed, a good seed 
bed and uniformity of seed and seed 
bed. By the methods outlined the 
/result will be a quicker germination 
by the use of the packer after the 
drill in a well prepared seed bed, 
while harrowing of the growing grain 
| will induce rapid growth, and con- 
i serve moisture, The wise farmer will 
‘leave nothing to chance, I have out- 
| lined my methods, but IT do not lay 
claim that they are the best. The

| World Could Not Live on Vegeiabies 

The great obstacle to the general 
adoption of a vegetable diet not 
physiological or ethical or philosoph- 
ical. It is economic. We cannot all 
be vegetarians, because there are not 
vegetables enough in the world for us 
' to eat; and, moreover, the surface of 
the earth, under present conditions 
and modes of culture, could not pro- 
duce enough to feed us all. It could 
do so under idea! conditions; but these 
conditions now seem far from realiza- 
tion. These considerations advanced 
against world-wide vegetarians by 
| Prof. Alonzo E. Taylor, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsy nia in the Popular 
Science Monthly, New York (Decem- 
ber), seem to rest on a different basis 
from the ordinary arguments on either 
| side, says Taylor, that a vegetable diet 
may physiologically fili all the require 
ments. [t is quite as good as a meat 


is 


diet, although he will not admit that 
{t is any better. But suppose we 
‘should all feel moved to adopt it? 
Prof. Taylor puts and answers the 


question thus: 

! “Can the surface of the earth (for 
the fishes of the sea would have to 
be excluded), raise enough grain, 
fruits, nuts and vegetables, added to 
|dairy products, to meet the albumin 
needs of the present earth's popula 
tion? Unhestitatingly it may be stat- 
ed that the area of the earth's sur- 
face now under cultivation could not, 
with the present methods of agricul- 
ture, dependably produce enough plant 
albumin to meet the needs of the 
present population. Very large areas 
of the earth's surface at present pro- 
duce only grasses, shrubs and trees 
Man can neither graze nor browse 
At present these plants are consumed 
| by cattle. goats, sheep and swine 
whose albumin is utilized in turn by 
man. It is through the mediation of 
these animals that the vegetation of 
enormous areas of land is made avail- 
able for mankind. 

“At present probably one-half of 
the albumin needs of mankind are met 
by animal albumin. To meet these 
needs with plant albumin and dairy 
products the world’s production of 
grains and legumins would need to be 
doubled at the least. It is quite cer- 
tain that this could not, with the ut- 
termost efforts of the world’s popula- 
tion. be dependably accomplished 
with the present methods on the pres- 
ent acreage of tillable soil, if no unto- 
ward manifestations of the elements 
occurred (such as severe winters, un- 
seasonable frosts, floods, droughts, 
storms, excessive heat). with a de- 
pendable rainfall in both time and 
space, But mankind would be yearly 
at the mercy of tie elements.”

GET THE HABIT 


Professor J. W. Elliott 
on the Possibilities of 
Alberta 


The Weekly Herald, of Glasgow, 
Scotland, in its issue of February 
10, contains, a very interesting ar- 
ticle by Professor J. W. Elliott, of 
Strathmore, on ‘'The Possibilities 
of Alberta,” being the first of a 
series by the Protessor which will 
appear in succeeding issue. Space 
will not permit ot us publishing the 
whole of the article, but we give 
the following extract: 

Permit me to introduce myself by 
explaining that | am a native-born 
Canadian, I have farmed in Cana- 
da practically all my days, and for 
the past 15 years have lived in Wes- 
tern Canada, where | am farming 
4000 acres at the present time. 
This tarm is s tuated in Alberta, and 
is handled as a large mixed farm. 
I desire to discuss only the agricul- 
tural possibilities of the province of 
Alberta, but would ask the reader 
to bear in mind the possibilities of 
the other provinces. These range 
from the peach orchards and vine- 
yards of the Niagara district of On- 
tario to the immense orchard pos- 
sibilities of British Columbia. There 
is also the great region of grain, 
roots and stock lying in the immense 
4000-mile stretch between and run- 
ning 400 miles north of Edmonton 
into the wonderful Peace River 
country. 

PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 

Ey~-1 in the Province of Alberta, 
which is a fractional part of the 
great Dominion, and yet which is 
itself 1 trifle larger than twice Great 
Britai. and Ireland, we have a won- 
derful range of climatic conditions 
and agricultural possibilities. To 
understand Alberta properly one 
must remember that it was part of 
that great plain country lying in the 
centre of the Dominion where the 
immense herds of cattle and bands 
ot sheep reamed at will by the 
thousands. Only a few short years 
ago cattle and sheep were fattened 
on the native grasses at Alberta's 
prairie, stretching from the Inter- 
national Line clear up into the Peace 
River district. During the last ten 
or twelve years farm fences have 
gradually been cutting the prairie up 
into farms and homesteads. This 
is forcing the large ranches to aban- 
don the old-time tactics, and in 
their place we are finding the more 
permanent and lasting form of Ag- 
riculture, as pursued on the smaller 
diversified farms. In so large a 
province as Alberta it is possible to 
find almost any condition desired 
for alinost any class of general ag- 
riculture. 

BEST WHEAT 

If we were to start at the Inter- 
national Line and go north about 
200 miles to the city of Calgary we 
phould find this section to be that

from which comes the largest quan- 
tity of hard wheat produced by any 


the annual precipitation being from 
15 to 20 inches, and yet this may 
vary somewhat in particular locai- 
ities. | Where wheat is grown with 
this limited quantity of rainfall the 
farmers practise ‘‘summer fallow- 
ing’’—that if one half of the farm 
lies idle, or fallow, and is cultivated 
to conserve the moisture that falls 
during the year for the use of the 
crop which is sown next spring. 
Thus the farmer conserves or re- 
tains by cultivation as much as pos- 
sible ot the moisture of two years 
for one years crop. Alberta—and 
particularly Southern Alberta—is 
proud of the fact that the second 
best milling wheat produced on the 
American Continent last year was 
grown in this district. However, 
| frankly confess that I should 
never recommend a man to go to 
any district in Canada for the “ex- 
clusive purpose of growing wheat, 
Any intelligent farmer knows that 
it will not take many years of 
grain farming to so deplete the soil 
of any country that it will not pro- 
duce paying crops. There are a 
number of farmers in Alberta who 
are forgetting this, and who will 
simply have to learn their lesson by 
bitter experience, notwithstanding 
the fact that the Government, 
through its Agricultural Depart- 
ment and through its experiment 
Stations, is warning them against 
the inevitable result. It is gratify- 
ing to note, however, that farmers 
in large numbers in that district are 
more and more going into dairying, 
pig-raising, and other lines of mix- 
ed farming in conjunction with their 
grain growing. Mixed farming is 
the only way of preserving the fer- 
tilizer of these plains, and intending 
settlers to this district should bear 
this clearly in mind. « 


Water & Sewage Scheme 
for Strathmore. 


At next Tuesday's meeting a very 
important report from The John 
Galt Engineering Co., regarding the 
providing of a water and sewage 
scheme for Strathmore will be read 
and discussed. This report has been 
made by order of the Council. The 
time has come when water and sew- 
age, both trom the point of view of 
convenience, fire protection, and 
public health, are almost absolutely 
necessary, and though the scheme is 
going to cost some money, it would 
be money well spent. 

There are several alternative sch- 
enes for water supply, ranging in 
cost from $36,000 to $55,000. The 
scheme which would cost the former 
amount would provide water by 
means of wells as is adopted in many 
towns throughout the West. The

$55,000 scheme represents the utili- | 


sation of McAllister lake, about two

points to commend it. It would 
cost less for operation and it would 
give a water supply sufficient for 
a very large population, and it would 
inaterially reduce the fire insurance 
rates in town, 

The sewage scheme would pro- 
bably involve the payment of an- 
other $25,000 which would make 
the total cost for sewage and water 
supply, taking the McAllister lake 
scheme, of $80,000. The payment 
of this amount would, of course, be 
spread over a considerable period of 
years. 

Before adoption, of course, the 
whole scheme will be required to be 
voted on by the ratepayers 

If Strathmore goes in for the Mc 


Allister Lake scheme it is stated it] 


that it will have a supply of water 
for a population of 100,000 and the 
town is fortunate in having a supply 
like that almostat their doors. The 


water is said to be of splendid qual-} 


ity, the lake being fed by springs. 
Fuller details will, of course, be 

available after the scheme is pre- 

sented to the Council on Tuesday.
